Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 



Double Patenting 

Claims 1-4, 9-16, 21-28, 33-40, 45-52, 57-64, and 69-72 are rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-180 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,952,267. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the present claims are broader and with regards to claims 9-12, 
21-24, 33-36, 45-48, 57-60, and 69-72 since RX% does not exclude RX% to equal FWXM, the 
claim limitation is met by RX%=FWXM. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4, 9-16, 21-28, 33-40, 45-52, 57-64, and 69-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being obvious over Das et al (US 6,317,448). 
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Das et al (Das hereinafter) shows a bandwidth estimating technique for narrow band laser 
comprising: 

a spectrometer comprising: 

an optical bandwidth measuring unit (etalon which operates interferometrically); 

a reported parameter computing unit (processor) that assumes a linear relationship with 
two calibration coefficients/constants (columns 4-6). 

Although Das does not expressly show the claimed equation, Das shows that the 
relationship between the reported value has a linear relationship (please see Das' equations for 
coarse and fine wavelength measurement) thus meeting the claimed equation. 

With regards to claims 9-12, 21-24, 33-36, 45-48, 57-60, and 69-72 since RX% does not 
exclude RX% to equal FWXM, the claim limitation is met by RX%=FWXM. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-8, 17-20, 29-32, 41-44, 53-56, and 65-68 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to show a method or apparatus for measuring an unknown bandwidth 
comprising of all the steps and elements as presently claimed wherein RP is at FWXM and MP is 
at FWX'M and X does not equal X'
